PROPOSAL

Demolish a ca. 1948 house.

ARCHITECTURE

One-story, rectangular-plan side-gabled frame cottage with a shed-roofed rear addition;
synthetic siding; single non-historic vinyl 6:6 and historic 1:1 windows; partial-width shed-
roofed independent porch on plain square wood posts.

RESEARCH

The house was built in 1948 by J.C. Simmons, an African-American laborer, apparently for
his daughters, Gladys (Crayton) and Walterine (Cavanaugh), who both lived in the house
for the rest of their lives, with only a few periods of non-residency. Gladys and Walterine
were very close in age, and both married in the late 1940s; Raymond and Gladys Crayton
are listed as residents in the 1949 city directory — he was a laborer; Oliver and Walterine
Cavanaugh are listed in the 1953 city directory — he was the custodian at the University
Baptist Student Center. Both Gladys Crayton and Walterine Cavanaugh worked as maids
in the 1960s and 1970s, after their husbands are no longer listed in the directories.
Walterine Cavanaugh passed away in 2011; Gladys Crayton is still living.

STAFF COMMENTS

The house is not listed in any City survey.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Release the demolition permit. The house has neither the architectural nor the historical
significance to warrant individual designation as a historic landmark.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES:

Walterine Cavanaugh was born March 11, 1929 in Austin, Texas. She was the fourth daughter
of the late Mr. J. C. and Elizabeth Simmons. Walterine accepted Christ as her personal savior at
an early age uniting with Nineteenth Street Baptist Church. She attended public school in
Austin, Texas.

Walterine united in holy matrimony with Oliver Eugene Cavanaugh on August 2, 1947. She
dedicated her life to raising her 5 children. Prior to her passing, Walterine was cared for with
love and dignity by the staff at Park Bend Health Center and the Odyssey Healthcare Hospice
Team. Walterine was a vibrant woman with passions for cooking, music, dancing, and family.
She had a wonderful sense of humor and brought joy and laughter to everyone she met. She
was a Daughter, Sister, Mother, Aunt, Grandmother, and Friend. Walterine was affectionately
known as Mama Walter by her family.

Walterine is preceded in death by her daughter Verna Jean Mack; parents J.C. and Elizabeth
Simmons; sisters Claudia Adams and Dorothy Alexander.

She leaves to cherish her life and memories, two daughters Shirley Cavanaugh-Wallace and
Erma Cavanaugh; two sons, Donald Cavanaugh (Jamie) of Austin, Texas and James
Cavanaugh of Fort Worth, Texas; one sister Gladys Crayton of Austin, Texas; twelve
grandchildren; 24 great grandchildren; 1 great-great grandchild, and many nieces and nephews.
And she loved us all.
